Martin moved that the sewer bonds 
that have not been numbered be num­ 
bered. 


The 
President of the Board was in­ 
structed to bring in a report ot the $60 
bill of the Advocate. 


Bills for $81.30 and $78.yu fur the 
grading and macadamizing of Shattuc.k 
avjnue were acted upon by the full 
Board and the bills were ordered paid. 


The bill for printing the affidavits fry* 
the 
GAZETTE 
Publishing Company, 
which was laid over from last meeting 


was disallowed. 


Trustee Martin did not like the way 
the books of the town were kept and 
he was appointed "a committee of one 
to originate a new plan and report the 
result of his work at the next meeting. 


The matter of the Advocate collect­ 


ing $60 for work not furnished was 
brought up and it was the sense of the 
Board that it was a case of sharp prac­ 
tice on the part of the Advocate peo­ 
ple but that it had -taught the Board a 
good lesson and that hereafter the offi­ 


cer who signed a bill as correct would 
have to pay it himself if the goods were 
not on hand. 
The Board did not ex­ 
actly tender the GAZETTE a vote of 
thanks for its expose, but it could be 
readily seen that the members felt that 


way. 


Trustee 
Martin 
moved that 
the 
vouchers of the Electric Light Com 
mittee be referred back for correction 


Trustee Hoff was unwilling that the 
bill should be paid because the lights 
were not burning at all the times re­ 


quired, and because the power was not 
up to the contract of 2000 candle 
power. 


Trustee Martin said that the com­ 
pany did not and could not 
furnish 
20oil' 
rcandle power lights. 
All they 
could do was to furnish 
commercial 
power which was from 800 to 1100 
candle power. 
This has been a vexed 
question in all the cities in the United 
States and would remain so until a 
general 
understanding 
between the 
merchants and electrical men was had. 


Trustee Gage said that the lights 
had not burned on the 9th, 
10th or 
n t h of this month and he did not be­ 
lieve in paying for what the Board did 
not receive. 
The bill was referred 
back for correction. 


The 
Electric light Committee re 
ported as follows:

Trustee Gage stated that there was 
absolutely no protection for fire in 
North Berkeley, and the people of that 
section who all paid taxes and im­ 
proved 
streets 
without 
grumbling, 
thought they should have protection. 
He had been offered a hose cart and 
500 feet of hose, a little soiled but as 
good as new that had been nsed at the 
Midwinter Fair. 
Referred to the Fire 
and Water Committee. 


President pro-tem Richards reported 
that the Alameda Water company were 
now laying 6 inch mains on Shattuck 
and 
Ashby avenues, 
also that the 
hydrants 
were being put 
in. The 
president was to see the water com 
pany managers 
and enquire 
whether 
they would lay mains on San Pablo 
avenue for fire protection and 
street 
sprinkling.

To 
the Hon. Board of Trustees, 
town of Berkeley:—With regard to the 
district to be assessed for the construc­ 
tion of a storm sewer on Oxford street 
from College way south to Strawberry 
creek, which was referred to your en- 
gineer at-yow-iast-j,meeting, I would 
recommend that the district declared 
to be benefitted by said work and to 
be assessed to pay the costs thereof be 
about the following, to wit: 
The dis­ 
trict bounded north by a line 100 feet 
west of Shattuck avenue, south by a 
tine too feet south of Center street and 
extending easterly from Oxford street 
the same distance as the district ex­ 
tends westerly.

A protest was received 
from the 
property owners on Ninth street be­ 
tween Deleware and Virginia against 
the curbing and grading of said street. 


As the street needs grading- very badly 
Trustee Hoff was appointed a commit­ 
tee of one to confer with the 
property 
owners and have them withdraw their 
protests. 


A petition was received from prop­ 
erty owners on Walnut street asking 
that they be allowed to grade and 
macadamize the san.e for one block by 
private contract. 
Granted. 


A petition asking that a sewer be 
laid by private contract on Le Conte 
and Enclid avenues in the Scenic Park 
tract was granted 


A communication was received from 
property owners on Haste street, be­ 
tween Bowditch and College avenue, 
protesting against the laying of a sewer 
in that street as it had never been ac­ 
cepted by the town was overruled. 


Gad 
Alwyn of Lorin notified the 
Board that sometime 
once he had 
paid to the Marshal $135.56 as an as­ 
sessment for the 
opening of Calais 
street, but it has never been opened 
and he either wanted it opened or he 
wanted his money back. 
The clerk 


was instructed to inform him that the 
matter was now in the 
courts, but 
would soon be decided. 


A 
communication 
from 
property 
owners on Second Street was read, 
protesting against the removal of the 
electric light on the corner ot Second 
and Bristol streets, 


Samuel Heywood, who was present, 
addressed the Board 
upon the im­ 
portance of the light at that point on 
account ol the large amount of prop­ 
erty located there. 


Trustee Martin said that the com­ 
mittee intended putting an incandes­ 
cent 
light on 
Second street, which 
would be more 
beneficial than the 
preseut arc light. 
The petition was 
ordered filed. 


Mr. Heywood asked that ahe super­ 
intendent of streets 
examine the 
Fourth street sewer, which was in bad 
condition, and the superintendent 
of 
streets was instructed to do so. 


R. H. Bosworth asked for a free li­ 
cense to peddle vegetables. 
Trustee 
Gage said that free licenses were loo 
numerous and if a haH was not called^ 
there would be no money in the treas­ 
ury to run the town on. 
On motion 
the free license was denied. 


The Peralta Hook and Ladder Com­ 
pany wanted a flush closet, sewer and 
water connections at their fire house, 
stating that $10 worth of plumbing 
had been donated by Byron Under 
wood 
The street superintendent was 
ordered to have the work done. 


A hydrant was ordered placed on 
College avenue, between Bancroft way 
and Strawberry creek. 


A communication in regard to putt­ 


ing in a fire alarm system was read as 


follows:

If the proposition is considered by 
your honorable body and adopted I 
would like the sum of $200 deposited 
to my order to enable me to pay for 
the gongs. 


I will promise reliable service, good 
instruments, and faithful and lasting 
work. 
If 1 do say it myself I do not 
think you could get anyone to put up 
lines and alarms who would act more 
honestly and faithfully than I will and 
the figures quoted are low, and not 
exorbitant. 


I am very anxious to make an elec­ 
trical record and would do my utmost 


by honest work and reliable lines to 
accomplish this end.

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ABOUT STREET SPRINKLING. 


In an editorial published in the GA 


ZETTE last evening, reference was made 
to the efficacy of sprinkling the streets 
with salt water, and the necessity 
purchasing a 'pumping plant etc. When 


; we Wtote the article our idea was that 
the plant and pipes could be pur 
chased very cheap and that by the use 
of salt water the town would be saved 
a gfeat deal of expense. 
We have not 
been alone in thinking that salt water 
would be an advantage to the town for 
some of the members of the Board ot 
Trustees have been investigating the 
matter also. Trustee Martin has given 
it •considerable thought and finds that 
it is* altogether impracticable for Berke 


- ley. tie states that the plant and pipes 
and the laying of the same would cost 
net less than $125,000, which would 


, have 
1 to'be raised by bonding the town. 
The interest upon these bonds would 
amount to about $7500 per year be 
sides the sinking fund which would 
have tb be piovided for and this is 
greatly in excess of what it costs the 
town hdw for sprinkling the streets, 
even'after buying the water. 
There 
would also be the additional cost of an 
etigirieer tdnk tender and the fuel. 


' Dlf. Martin states that the town is 
limited to a bonded indebtedness of 
$400,000 and of that $90,00 is already 
bonded, and if waterworks are to be 
put'in it would be far better to put in 
regular waterworks of 
fresh water 
whereby the whole town can be sup­ 
plied with water for domestic purposes 
as weft a6 for fire purposes and street 
sprinkling. 


After learning the cost of putting in 
a salt water plant, we are inclined to 
believe as Mr. Martin does, that jl 
would not be wise nor profitable to 
put in a system of pipes for the pur­ 
pose of sprinkling the streets with salt 
wafer. 


THE ELECTRIC LIGHTS. 


Every one in Berkeley knows that 
the electric lights in Berkeley are very 
unevenly divided. 
Some portions of 
tHe toWn have a great many lights 
while other portions are in total dark­ 
ness. 
Of course in a spirit of fairness 
this should be rectified, and that is 
what the present Board of Trustees 
propose to do. 
The Electric Light 
Committee is composed of Trustees 
Hoff 
and 
Martin. 
Both of these 
gentlemen are well posted upon elec­ 
trical 
matters, 
and 
especially 
Mr. 
Martin, who has made a study of it. 


This committee has visited every 
portion of Berkeley and made exact 
examinations in order that every sec­ 
tion of the town may be lighted. They 
have formulated a plan whereby incan- 
•descent lights can bemused to greater 
advantage than the arc lights and at 
the same time give a better service. It 
is their intention to remove all the 
mast lights in town and place them 
lower down and at greater distances, 
thereby giving better service than at 
present. 
The Electric Light Commit­ 
tee feel positive that although there is 
some opposition to their plans at the 
present time, especially the proposition 
to remove the lights from the masts, 
that by the time the committee have 
the Changes made, the strongest op­ 
ponent to their plans now will then 
endorse them. 


the non-payment of the bills is that 
the lights are not tip to contract; that 
they are not 2000 candle power as re­ 
quired, in fact that tHey are\ not more 
than 1100 candle power at the great­ 
est. 


There has been a wrangle over the 
electric light bills for the past two years 
and of course while the company was 
under the management of J. George 
Gardner, the people were very suspi­ 
cious and one and all kept a close 
watch upon the lights, but these com­ 
plaints came to naught. 
As soon as 
the company removed Mr. Gardiner, 
it was thought that everything would 
be smooth and agreeable, but the same 
hitch comes up Tight along. 


The Berkeley Electric Light Com 
pany is composed of gentlemen, all 
residents 
and citizens 
of Berkeley. 
They are all honorable gentlemen and 


we are sure have no desire to take any-j 
advantage of the town nor of the citi­ 
zens. 
It unfortunately 
was in the 
hands of a man whom the people did 
not like, for a time, and now its mana­ 


ger is a young man, who is probably a 
good business man and bookkeeper, 
but he knows nothing practically about 
electric lighting and has to take the 
word ot his employees for what goes 
on, consequently he does not know 
whether 2000 or ioeb candle power 


is being furnished. 


At the 
meeting of the Board of 
Trustees last night it developed that it 


was impossible for the Electric Light 
company to furnish 2000 candle power 
lights, and furthermore that it was not 
being furnished in any other city. 
It 


was stated that there was a commer­ 
cial standard of electric lights which 
were called 2000 candle power when 
in fact they are not more than 800 or 


1100, and that the Berkeley lights were 
on this standard. 


If this is the case and these lights 
are recognized as standard lights there 
should be no more complaint on that 
score, and hereafter all that is neces 
sary is for the manager of the company 
to put in his bill tor the 
lights that 
were actually burning and then 
there 
will be no further trouble.

BALTIMORE WOMEN AND T H E OLD 


SERVANT GIRL QUESTION. 


\ 


A Fund to Be Raised For the Eatabllsh- 
ment of a School—Tuition to Be Free 
and Course of Study Very Thorough—A 
Boon FOT Housewives. 


While women areauxioas to do some­ 
thing out of the ordinary that will be 
of substantial berfefit to tho ciimmunity 
in whioh they live, the experiment be­ 
ing tried by a nnmherof women in Bal­ 
timore should prove of interest. The ob­ 
ject of the Work is the practical solution 
of the servant girl question, and if the 
Baltimore plan succeeds it will emanci­ 
pate women from thi.s greatest perplex­ 
ity of housekeeping. 


The plan is to induce 1,000 ladies to 
subscribe $2 a year for three, years to 
a fund to be used in establishing a school 
for the training of girln for domestic 
service. The tuition is free to all girls, 
and the course <!f study embraces cook­ 
ing, serving, general housework, crmni- 
berwork, sowing, mrnd'iig and reading 
and writing—in fact, everything neces­ 
sary for an accomplished domestic to 
know. 
The school would also bo a high 
grade intelligence offiev for the ladies 
who contribute to its mippoit. 


While this school would bo of great 
benefit to the ladies themselves, it would 
bo also highly beneficial to t h«i girls. It 
is undoubtedly true that the drudgery 
of labor decreases just in proportion to 
the skill and intelligence; put into it, 
and theso educated servants would find 
that their competence, would be no small 
consideration in the matter of their con­ 
tentment, while it would be still more 
important to them in increasing their 
eompiHisatiou. 


Not tho least of the advantages result­ 
ing from such a school would bo the 
establishment of something like a uni­ 
form system in the kitchen. 
Now it 
takes a reasonably intelligent girl a 
month to forget the ways of the 
last 
mistress and learn those of the new. 
Every woman who keep* house rs fully 
aware*of the severe nervous strain that 
is involved in a change of servants, but 
with a fair supply of well trained girls 
to meet the demand this worry would 
be avoided, to the great advantage of 
domestic tranquillity and comfort. 


While the " n e w woman" does not 
take kindly to advico it may be urged 
that, as a branch of home missionary 
work, tho establishment of schools for 
the training of house servants might be 
productive of much domestic happiness. 
—Chicago Record.

Secretary M. R. Leverson of the Anti- 
vaccination society of America has sent 
to the boards of health all over the 
country a circular containing the fol­ 
lowing proposal: 


" T h a t there be selected 
10,000 chil­ 
dren, in similar oonditions of life, of 
the ages of, say, 8 months to 1 year, at 
present unvaocinated, the parents or 
other 
lawful guardians of 
6,000 of 
whom shall be willing and of the other 
5,000 unwilling that they should be 
vaccinated; that the first 5,000 
shall 
then be vaccinated by health 
officers, 
the other 6,000 to continue unvaocinat­ 
ed; that the whole 10,000 be kept, so 
far as the parents will permit, under 
the observation of boards and of physi­ 
cians to be selected by the society; that 
the vital statistics of these 10,000 chil­ 
dren be then published yearly.'' 


Mr. Leverson believes that the testi­ 
mony so gathered will be conclusive as 
to the advantages and dangers of vacci­ 
nation.—New York World.

COST TO R U N A SHIP. 


tHE 
BIG ST. LOUIS REQUIRES $80,000 
! FOR THE ROUND TRIP. 


StM B u m s SIS.OOO W o r t h of Coal—The

The cost of running a big ocean grey­ 
hound to Europe and back reaches into 
the thousands. 
A transatlantic liner is 
really a floating hotel, and everything 
on board is conducted on the same scale 
of lavishness that is found in a fashion- 
able Fifth avenue hotel. 


Clement A. Griscorn, Jr., son of the 
president of the line controlling the St 
Louis, agreed to give some figures to a 
World reporter covering the expense of 
her voyage to England and back. 
He 
figured for some time and then said that 
the 
expenses of the round trip of a 
steamer like the S t Louis average be­ 
tween |60,000 and $80,000, according to 
the season. 


The voyage between the two ports 
takes a trifle more than seven days, 
making the daily cost of operating in 
the busy season something like $5,500. 


No single individual on the St. Louis 
getBn large salary. 
The captain heads 
the 
list, getting about $5,000 a year. 
Captains on smaller passenger steamers 
only receive $8,000 a year. 
The chief 
officer of a ship like the St Louis gets 
11,500, and the bulk of the heavy work 
really falls on his shoulders. 
The sec­ 
ond officer's pay ranges from $900 to 
f1,300, according to the size of the ship, 
while the third and fourth officers only 
get from $600 to $900. 
All of these 
men 
have fer perform duties of a re­ 
sponsible kind, and as there are no bo­ 
nuses attached to their work it can be 
seen that they are not overpaid. 
firThe crew of the S t Louis numbers 
*410 men. Two hundred of these are in 
the 
engineer's department, and all of 
them are directly under the authority 
of the chief. The steward's department 
is the- nost largest, numbering 170 in 
all 
The sailors, including the deck offi­ 
cers, number hut 40. 


The 
engineer's department is the 
< most expensive*'on the ship, owing to 
the immense ooal bills. 
The S t Louis 
burns more than 800 tons a day, or 
about 4,500-tons the round trip. 
This 
means an expenditure of $15,000 alona 
The salaries of the men, the engineering 
snpplies, including the thousand and 
"one things needed for the vast machin­ 
ery of a great ship, will require an ex­ 
penditure of $6,000 every round tripga, 


-The 
chief engineer draws $8,000 a 
> year, and his immediate assistants re­ 
ceive $1,600, $1,200 and $1,000 respec­ 
tively. The stokers or firemen average 
about $80 a month, and the furnaces of 
the St Louis require 180 of them work­ 
ing in different shifts. 


The purser, who is a most important 
person on board, does not get much in 
the way of salary, as the company in 
fixing his nay figured on the large 
bonuses he receives for changing money 
and performing the little services which 
the wealthy traveler does not hesitate to 
pay for liberally. His salary is only $1,- 
000 a year, but he makes another $2,000 
in 
fees and sdmetimes considerably 
more. 


The ship's surgeon only receives $900 
A year far the same reason. 
He is 
brought in contact with numerous real 
and 
fancied invalids of the wealthy 
class, and although no one is compelled 
to fee him few fail to do so, and a big, 
pop alar ship like the St Louis is worth 
to him at least $8,000 to $4,000 a year. 


The steward's department is one of 
the oostliest on the ship. The provisions 
for a round trip cost in the neighborhood 
of $12,000, and the salaries of the stew­ 
ard's men amount to $8,000 more. The 
''-stewards are the least paid of any on 
the ship, for the reason that in the fees 
of the pasaengers they collect a consider­ 
able sum annually. 
All the pay they 
get is $30 a month, but they take in $40 
a month in tips. The seasick man and 
woman are always willing to give their 
last cent for some little service. 


The chief steward receives $1,600 a 
year and also comes in for his share of 
the tips, as it is within his power to 
place many delicacips in the way of the 
liberal tourist 


The chief cook is a great man on the 
ship, almost as great as the captain, and 
in all makes $8,0OU a year ont of his job. 


The 
breakage and wear and tear on 
the ship and its furniture are very heavy, 
requiring an expenditure in incidentals 
olc^^atJK.OOO each TQWICI trip. 
There 
are oouhtlesa things to }>o replaced, and 
a comparatively little thing like the 
washing of the ship's linen means an ex­ 
penditure big enough to support a man 
for a year in the lap of luxury. 


Here are some odd facts about the St. 
Louis: There are fully 1,000 tons of 
piping of various kinds in the ship. The 
condensers will pump up at least 60,- 
000,000 gallons of cool water a day. 
The furnaces will consume no less than 
7,600,000 cubio feet of air an hour. The 
boiler tubes, if placed in a straight line, 
would stretch nearly 10 miles and the 
condenser tubes more than 25 miles. 
The total number of separate pieces of 
steel in the main strnoture of the ship is 
not less than 40,000, and the total num­ 
ber of cubio feet of timber used in the 
construction is more than 100,000. The 
total number of rivets is not far from 
1,360,000.—New York World.
